wardrobe. Each of the circus acts 
appéar to be in different color com- 
binations but actually the same 
costumes see action over and over 
| again throughout the performance. 

Believing that clothes ought to 
be of the best possible material 
and workmanship to be 
econémical, Haskin’s circus cos- 
tumes are well made to last many 
years with simple alterations. Ail 
of. the costumes. are well made for 
a sudden ripping seam might spoil 
an act as well as embarrass. the 
performer. Biggest headaches are 
broken, zippers. 

Firm, bright irridescent satin to 
filmy tulles and. chiffons, every 
color of the rainbow can be seen in 
the sequin and. glitter-bedecked 
costumes.
